Speaking Monday to the Andover 
Summer Session at Phillips Acad= 
emy, John Holt, teacher and author 
of How Children Fail, asserted 
that ‘schools do us more harm 
than good’’, Holt, whose book the 
New York Times called ‘‘possibly 
the most penetrating, and probably 
the most eloquent book on educa= 
tion to be published in recent 
years,’ continued his point by 
saying that schools fail children 
because of our major premise that 
the young must absorb a certain 
amount of knowledge, 

Holt himself maintained that the 
only thing a student must be taught 
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Educator Critical Of Schools 


is what he cares about, but that 
schools are presenting only what 
they are interested in, The author 
defined the purpose of school as 
“assisting a child to pursue what 
he is interested in’’, also saying 
that children can teach themselves 
to read when they are ready, 

One of the questions asked the 
guest speaker was ‘‘how does any 
child know he wants to study music 
or art, for example, if he is not 
first exposed to it and given the 
materials to decide, Holt replied 
that the creation of a visually 
stimulating environment is the 
first step and again stressed using 
the child’s initial curiosity to lead 
him into learning about a subject, 

Holt, a graduate of Phillips 
Exeter and Yale, was critical of 
college ‘‘prep’’ schools for create 
ing hurdles to be crossed to get to 
Harvard and Yale, He singled out 
the teaching systems of Newton 
and Shaker Heights, Ohio as places 
where a man of his own convic= 
tions could happily teach, The 
author was formerly chief psy= 
chologist of the Child Care Clinic 
at St, Luke’s Hospital in N, Y, and 
has taught English, French, and 
mathematics in elementary and 
junior high schools,

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Howe Suggests Educators 
Should Broaden Horizons 


In a recent speech at Stanford 
University, Commissioner of Edu- 
cation Harold Howe II called for a 
radically different kind of urban 
education “‘to prevent the coming 
generation of racially isolated 
minorities from being trapped in 
the ghetto,”” 

Howe, a former Andover resi- 
dent and teacher, proposed that 
urban educators start paying atten= 
tion to neglected matters such as 
tax policy, site selection and 
multiple use of land and buildings, 

“‘We should, now and then forget 
about computer-assisted instruc- 
tion and team-teaching and non- 
graded classes and dream a little 
bit, not about what kind of city 
school we want, but about what 
kind of city we want, 

“*We will never have first-rate 
schools unless we have first-rate 
cities . . . It’s time educators 
realize that cities are their busi- 
ness...” 

The Commissioner suggested, 
as a start toward finding funds for 
further renovating cities and their 
school systems, that cities talk 
their state legislators ‘‘into allow= 
ing them to alter the present struce 
ture of property taxes,”’ 

‘*Under present methods,” he 
said, ‘‘with taxes based mainly on 
the value of a building, not on the 
value of the land it occupies, it’s

effect of the proposed removal on 
such neighborhood, to the amount of 
noise, dust and vibration likely to 
result from the proposed removal, 
to the extent, depth and contour of
